Hundreds of thousands have been
tbrllled und carrled away by the ex-
cltement ol the charlot race in "isen
Hur/' out only a fortunate feW have
a deflnlte ldea of the wunuertui mech-
anlsm »ut has mad. possible thc mosL
stirrlnK scene of tlie modern stage.
Standing ln what ls known as tho

liy galleiy, away up above the stage,
higher than the chandelier ln the au-
dltorluui. surrounded by a score ot
shlrt-sleeved hunds, commaiided by one
who describoii himself as *'do tly-man
wld de show," stepplng glngerly amidst
hundreds of rope ends whlch led to
drops and llles deplcting the crowds
in thc clrcUB, the sky wltli the Star of
Bethlehem shlnlng through lt, or tho
shlnlng peaks of the Valley of llan-
nlm. one could look down through tho
maze of ropes ana wlres, tlie wllder-
ness of wlldly eeattered properties,
and the blaze of many-colorod lights,
and see cAactly how tho effect was
produced.
The race takes place ln the second

Bcene of the llfth uct, but as early a«

the last scene ln the fourih act tho
preparations begln. Whlle Ben Hur Is
yleiding to the scductlve arts of tho
Kgyptlan and Ih floatlng away wlth
her. "the world forgettlng and by the
world forgot," dozen of nua are jiiiiip-
ing to tlie great tread mllls banked
up against the nortli and south walls
of the theatre.
Wlth some twenty men slacklng

awav on each slde. the pondcroua piece-n
of machlnery are lowered to the stage
and ouletly pushed into place. Kach
of tho two "treads." as the men who
do the practical work call them, con¬
tains four runways.one ror each
horse. Then come the horses up
through the stage entrancc. each one
taking hls place as a llre department
horse flles to hls; tho hostlers J.-mp on
tho mllls and harne_>s them; the prop¬
erty master wlth tbQ show crawls
underneath thc charlots and wlnds
nrourid the axles the ropes which later
he wlll pull ln order to make the
wheels revolvc as tho horses race; an

pole slgnlfies the fact tiiat the stage
Is hldoeu from the house; the stage
manager yells "Clear!" the back drop
goes up lnto the unknown heights;
Hen Ilur and Messala take their places
In tbe chariots; the chlef bostler lights
lnto the one new horse in the proouc-
tlon wlth a plece of rubber hose ln
order to make hlm extend himself.
there Is another buzz, and lhe cur¬
taln goes up on one of the most ex-
clting scenes one could Imaglne.
There is u steady roar of hoof bcats

and machlnerv for a moment; then
romes a slgn from thc stage manager,
and the stage hands go to work. Mes¬
sala drops back, because of a steady
pull on hls tread mlll from some six or
elght hU-flty men, alded by a puiley,
and Ben Hur forgc-s ahead for the same
reason. Another slgn, aud the property
man wltb the show vanks hls strlng,
the spring under Messala'a cliariot
spreads out. and the near wheel of lhe
Itoman's chariot falls off. Messala
sways and tumbles. and thc house
goes crazy, as the curtaln goes down.

PRINCEL Y LOFERS fVEDDED

wlfe of a rancher, llvlng eighteen miles
northeast of I'.ock Sprlngs, I-ldward
county, on the afternoon of Novembor
2. and the burning at tho stake by o

cicwd of Rock Sprlngs citizens of her
slayer, Antonlo Rodriguez, the follow¬
lng afternoon, are the eauses of tho
recent antl-Amerlcan demonstrations
In Mexlco, and the reported marchlng
on Monday of armed Mexicans upon
Rock Sprlngs.
Mrs. llenderson was alone except for

two small chlldren, when Rodriguez,
then unknown, came rldlng by- on a

horse. It ls still unknown just what
led up to the kllllng. When Mr. Hen¬
dorson came home ln thc evenlng, hls
little daughter told him a "bad Mexlcan
has kllled mamma."
Henderson found hls wlfe's bod>

iying by her sewlng machine on tho
rear gallery of their home. Henderson
sent out an alarm and a descrlptlon
of thc Mexlcan. Posscs scarched prac¬
tlcally all night, but failed to llnd theii
man. Next mornlng RodrlgiR-z came
to the ranch of Jim Hunter. some mlle?
from Henderson's place. He was rec¬

ognized from the descrlptlon sent
broadcast, disarmed and returned to
Rock Sprlngs. He ls sald to have ad¬
mitted the murder of Mrs. Henderson.
giving a3 hls only reason that sha
"tpokc roughly" to hlm. Late on the
afternoon of November 3 the crowd, ln
whlch there were many Mexicans, took
Rodriguez from the jail and to a clump
of woods a ml'.e or two outside ot
town. The Amerlcans were for hang-
Ing the man. but the Mexicans cried.
.'Burn hlm! Burn hlm!" So he waa

tled to a mesriulte tree, wood piled
around him, oil applled, and the mass
flred.
The man's body was burned to a cln-

der. Rodriguez dled a stolc's deatn.
All tho whilo the flames were lashing
iiis body he Jeered the crowd.
No 111 feeling was displayed at Rock

Sprlngs prevlous to or after the burn¬
ing. In the various posses that search-
ed for Rodriguez were numerous Mex¬
icans. ranch hands and others em¬

ployed ln that section of Edwards
oounty.

EverythlnR Qulet.
Laredo, Tex., November 15..Every¬

thing Is qulet along tho border ln
the viclnlty of Laredo and there ls
no semblance of disorder, elther antl-
Amerlcan or antl-Diaz. Consul Dle-
bold states that in tho event of a

dlsturbance the Mexican government
Is amply able to cope wlth the sltua¬
tlon. The border is well protected on
<the Mexican side by Infantry and
cavalry troops.

Explnlna Attltudc.

New York, November 15..Senor Don
Franclsco Dela Barra. Mexlcan. am¬
bassador to the United States, ex¬

plained the attitude of hls governmenl
on the Rodriguez lynching ln Texas
and the subsequent demonstrations
against American in Mexlco, ln ad-
dresslng the Qulll Club, at Its annua
dinner to-night.

"In former times," ho sald, "two na¬

tions could be plunged Into tho horrors
of war by tho slmple caprlce of f

sovereign. To-day, such a thlng woule
be impossible; the people impose thei:
will, and within proper bounds thej
are the arblters of their desUnles. Yoi
have lately seen a proof of the bene
flclal effect of such Internatlona
pollcy ln the unhappy events whlcl
havo producod passing disturbances oi

elther side of our frontier.
"The manil'estation of publlc sentl

ment in Mexlco whlch would have beei
easlly explicablo within reasonabh
bounds, excoeded the llmlts requlred b;
law, but my government acting wltl
the utmost promptness, repressed suc!
unexpected disorders. The Amoricai
government was not responsible fo
the awful crime commltted, nor ls m:
government responsible for the pun
ishable acts whlch gavo rlse to a pub
11c manifestation born of a legitiinat
sentiment.
"Tho statements slmultaneousl;

madj by the dlstlngulshed Secretar
of State of the United States and b;
the able and patrtotlc Secretary o

Affalrs of Mexlco, show tho saine sen
tl'ment of equlty and contaln an equu
prcmlsc of an lmm'edlato and effaotlv
solutlon of tho case."
Senor De Ea Barra explained durln

his address that lt had not yet bee
deflnitely establlshed whether Rodri
guez was a Mexlcan subject, but tiirt
thls wlll soon' be determined by hl
government.

Fisheries Board Desires Greater
Revenue from

Tongers.
[Special to The Tlmes-Dlspatch.)

Newport News, Va., November 15..

Because thc supply of oysters on the

Virginla public rocks ls so plentlful
thls year that tho planters are sendr

Ing thelr tongers to thc natural rocks,
Instead of worklng thelr prlvato beds,
the State Board of Fisheries Is se-

rlously considering tho advlsablltty of

making an increaso in the tongers
llcense charge. Thls matter was one of

tho most Important discussed hy tho

board, ln monthly session hero to-day.
It was stated that the demand for

planting grounds wlll decroase 'as the
state of the public beds Improves, and
that lt will |,c necessary to get tho
lost revenue from soinewliero. Sen¬
ator Bland Mussio said nfter the meet¬

ing of tlio board tliat tlie tongers'
llcense would have to be increased,
and It is probable that the board wlll
recommend thls step to the Leglslature
at tlio next session. According to ro-

ports received by tho boanl tlie natural
rock oysters supply thls year ls hettor
than lt has been before ln twenty
years.
